Articulated railroad trains devised to 


lessen the passenger rolling stock and 
Increase the capacity are thjise in 
which the ends of adjoining cars are 
carried on a single truck. They have 
been used In England for several years. 
The cars are "permanently" coupled 
together. Each train, says, the Scien- 
tific American, whether of two, or five, 
or ten cara, forms a unit, the trucks 
of which nre so disposed that the dis- 
tances between their centers through- 
out the train nre all eo.ua!. 
Trucks 


are placed under the outer ends oi 
' each train, the other trucks being 


placed under the adjacent ends of the 
car bodies'forming the'system. Sets 
of five bodies on air trucks have been 
running for-many 
^ years on the Great 


Northern; and there IB no construc- 
tional reason.or any other apparent 
reason why trains consisting :of 10 of 
15 such cars should not her built, where 
the truffle calls for the use of larger 
uniti 


There are four principal advantages 


which have been proved In the experi- 
ence of the company, with thesa trains. 
1, reduced first cost; 2, reduced weight; 
8, reduced running COM; 4, Improved 
riding of cars. The last Is due to the 
fact that there la no overhang of the 
bodies beyond the trucks, nnd that the 
adjacent ends of the bodies nre car- 
ried on a common track center.

A laosi Interesting discovery wns 


imule rivontly lit All/In, In ihe Roman 
Campa^na. It was of a calendar made 
of plaster nnd pinch earlier than the 
calendar us made by Jtillits Caesar In 
the year JO B. C. This calendar evl- 
ilenlly dates 
back to between 103 


H. C. and 84 B. O., nnd is ihe only 
one yet found which antedates thnt of 
Julius Caesar. 


SOH:C parts of It arc missing, but 


the rest shows that It WBS based on a 
lunar year of 85S days divided into 
twelve months of 20 nnd 31 days, with 
a thirteenth month, called Intercalary, 
of 27 days, Interposed every alternate' 
year after February. Under this sys- 
tem the year had an average of BC6'/fe 
days—tliat Is, four days more lhan a 
solar year should have. 


Inevllable confusion arose from this, 


anil the college of priests rind the right 
to Intervene nnd correct -It whenever 
they chose by omitting the 
Inter- 


calary month. It was becauso they 
often did It for political reasons that 
Julius Cflcsaj' decyeU t<j reform tha 
calendar and Intrusted' thi Work fr> 
tlie celebrated mathematician and as- 
tronomer Soslgenes.

calendar on the solnr yefir In place of 
the Itimir, and made It one of 80S days.

We have 
marched four hundred and twenty- 
five miles since the thirteenth of June, 
besides what fighting we have done.

CONGRESS WORK 


President and His Official Ad- 


visers Favor Representation 


in the Two Houses. 


SUPPORT LAW FOR CHANGE 


Would Attend Scisloni to Speak on 
Questions Relating to Department*. 


Modification ol Srltfih System li 
Provided for In Three Measures 


Washington.—A long latent- move- 


ment to have cabinet representation 
on Ihe floors of the senate and house 
of. representatives wus revived and 
received an Impetus at the last session 
of the Harding cabinet. 
President 


Harding and Ids cabinet associates 
showed decided sympathy with the 
proposal, .and It was Indicated after- 
ward at the White House that If the 
practice was sanctioned by Congress 
the 1'resldent and the heads of the 
executive departments would be ylad 
to co-operate. 


The mutter was brought to the at- 


tention of the cabinet by representative 
51. Clyde Kelly of Pennsylvania, who 
had written, letters'to'all the members 
of that body asking their opinion .as 
to the merits of a hill he had Intro- 
duced In the house on August 20, 1921, 
"to provide that the principal officer 
of each executive department shall 
attend certain session! of the senate 
and house of representatives." It li 
proposed In the bill that the various 
heads of departments "shall be en- 
lltled to occupy seals on tho floor of 
the senate and the house of repre- 
sentatives, with the right to partici- 
pate In debate on matters relating 
to the business of their respective de- 
partments under such rules as may be 
prescribed by the senate nnd house, 
respectively." 


There are two similar measures 


p'endlng In Congress—one offered by 
Senator McLean of Connecticut, on 
April 12, 1021, and he other by Uep- 
resentatlve Montague of Virginia, on 
April 11, 1921. 
The .purpose of all 


these Is to adopt In modified form the 
practice of the British Parliament and 
the parliamentary bodies of most na- 
tions to have ministers of govern- 
ment appear at parliamentary sessions 
and explain measures which the; have 
caused to be Introduced, oppose meas- 
ures obnoxious to the government, and 
answer questions pertaining to tha 
conduct of their offices. 


• Under this system the secretary of 
war would attend the sessions of tha 
house when the annual ''army appro- 
priation bill it a bill for the reorgan- 
ization of the army, was u" der con- 
sideration, while the secretary of state 
would be at hand to give Informa- 
tion to .the seriate concerning an im- 
portant treaty with a foreign power. 


It Is not Intended that the practice 


shall tiring abrut any modification of 
the constitutional designation of Ihe 
President as the Bole responsible 
offi- 


cial 
of the 
executive government. 


There Is no constitutional sanction for 
the cabinet, which Is purely ao ad- 
visory body existing at 'the pleasure 
of the ['resident.' The cabinet Is not 
named In -Ither the Constitution or 
any statute, and Its members hava 
no such responsibility for the conduct 
of the executive government as Is Im- 
posed on members of the British Cabi- 
net. They are subject to certain laws 
relating to their Individual depart- 
ments,' and may be impeached and 
dismissed by the legislative branch, 
but, generally, complete executive re- 
sponsibility rests, under the Constl- 
Mlfiil, .Jflth the President alone. "I 
am my o'tfh Priml Minister,"- said 
President \Vllson nt PnrlsT 
' 


It Is not Intended that by nny of 


the pondlnt: bills cabinet officers shall 
be members of the senate or 
the 


house. 
Under the British system a 


member of the cabinet must hr cither 
n member of the house of commons or 
the house of lords, and If the com- 
mons, he must again stund for elec- 
tion In some • constituency after 
he 


has been designated for the cabinet. 
The members of the Harding Cabinet, 
If the legislation Is enacted, would 
merely attend the sessions of the sen- 
ate or the house and, while being 
privileged to participate In dcbnle, 
would have no vote.

We Are Able to.Perceive the 


Blue in the Sky 


The reason why the sky Is blue was 


found out'by f'rof. John Tyndnll (1820- 
1S93), the famous British .physicist. 
In explaining 
this. 'Tho 
llook of 


Knowledge" (edited by Arthur Hee of 
Temjjle Chambers, London, end Hoi-, 
land Thompson, I'b. D., of the College 
of the Ciiy of New York) says: "The 
sky gets Its light from the sun. When 
the sun Is uway, the sky Is 
dark. 


Therefore, the blue of the sky must be 
somehow thrown to our eyes from 
something In the sky which keeps all 
the other colors In the white light ol 
the sun, and ihroivs hack the blue', 
and that Is what happens. The sky Is 
filled 
with 
countless 
tiny 
speaks 


which we may cull dust—specks of 
solid-stuff hanging In the air. These 
arc of Just such a size that 
they 


catch the bigger wuves of light, which 
make the other colors, but throw to 
our eyes the shorter waves of light, 
which make blue. If you could do 
away with all the solid stuff In the 
air. the sky would bu dark, and nil the 
light of the dayllme would come di- 
rectly from the sun. Skylight Is re; 
fleeted sunlight, but only the blue part 
of It."

CONNECTICUT RIVER POWER 
The suggestion that the power of 


he Connecticut Valley Power Com- 
>any be brought onto this Island, 
which was Jma'de some time ago, 
seems about to be carried into effect. 
For come time there have been high 
:ension wires carrying this power as 
close as Stone Bridge and now prep- 
arations are being lyade to bring it in 
as far as the Providence car barn in 
Middlelpwn where it will tc available 
for the use of the Newport & Provi- 
dence Railway. That organization has 
heretofore obtained its power from 
tlie local plant of the Newport Elec- 
tric Corporation, which has an exclu- 
sive franchise to furnish current in 
the city of Newport. 
What effect 


the new development will have on 
the local situation remains to be seen. 
Of course power can be developed 
very much cheaper from water power 
than from coal, but the cost of trans- 
mission for a long distance is an 
item ot expense that adds to the cost 
(o the customer. 
The great steel 


tower* that carry the Connecticut 
Valley power into Fall River have 
Jong been a landmark on the water 
front of that city. The voltage al it 
comes into Fall River is enorntouii 
but it is stepped down in (hat city, 
and 
will be .still further reduced 


through a big trariformer at the Mid- 
dletown car barn. The voltage that 
passes through the motors of the 
trolley cars is only slightly greater 
than that .of the ordinary electric 
lamp in the household. But the cur- 
rent is direct instead of alternating, 
giving better speed control.
